She was an actress of considerabie talent, and 
created a great sensation in the provinces before 
her marriage. Leonora lost her motner when she 
was 3 years old. Her father married a second 
time,and she did not get along very well with the step- 
mother. Inheriting ner motner's love for the stage, 
she appeared in concert and finaliy ran away and 
took child parts at theaters in London. It is said 
she was driven to this by her step-mother’s cruelty. 
Her father gave her the choice of returning bome 
or remaining on the stage. She chose the latter. 
When 12 years old sue came to tke United States. 
Her unc.e, Captain Badger, was in the regular 
army and stauoned at Leavenworth, Kan. While 
making a visit to him, sue met Lieutenaut Charies 
Stewart, who fell in love with her. She did not re- 
gard bis suit iavorably and accepted an engagement 
in a theatrical company and traveied through the 
West. In 1877, alter a four months’ engagement 
in California, she returned to ber uncle's nouse to 
spend the summer with his family. They were 
very anxious that she should marry the Lieuten- 
ant, and when she was 16 years of age she became 
bis wife. He did not know she was an actress un- 
til their marmage, and when he found it out, he 
was very jeaious of her. She was on the 
stage a year and a half after 
left on her husband's

comparatively happy together. A girl was bora 
to tuem, who is now in her seventh year. Discov- 
ering that her husband was uniaitoful, as spe 
atterward related her stbry to her friends,

Two years ago they were separated. He is said to 
have since resigned from the army and eulisted in 
the navy. After providing for their child for some 
time, he stopped the allowance. ‘The little girl was 
sent to England about Caoristmas, 1583, to hive with 
ner aunt, tae wife of a member of Parlia- 
ra. Stewart came to New York

Mackay then drew a small 
revolver and fired four shots, three of which struck, 
but, as Amorim ducked, produced only superficial 
wounds. Amorim then drew a pistol and fired, but 
the pistol was seized by a bystander whose hand 
was severly mangled by the charge. Amorim was 
taken out to have his wounds dressed and Mackay, 
accompanied by the German consul, proceeded to 
the residence ofa police magistrate and surren- 
dered himself, whereon he was lodged in apart- 
ments of the staff mayor in the police barracks,

THE MUDD CASE 


Additional Testimony Given to the 


Court This Morning. 


Another Chapter of the Suit of Mary 
E. Whitmore Against the Knights 
and Ladies of Honor — Williamson's 


Evidence. 


The trial of the case of Mary Whitmore, et al. 
against the Knights and Ladies of Houor was re 
sumed in Judge Barclay's court this morning. The 
first witness called was J. E. Russell, who testified 
that he had seen the supposed remains of Mary A 
Mudd whed they were disinterred, and that he was 
confident that the corpse was too short forthe 
coffin. He knew this because the legs were drawn 


up. 


coffin was cushioned or simply covered with cloth 


or some light substance. Hereplied it was cush 
ioned. He knew it was, because he ex ed it 
carefully. . 


MR. J. d. BREEN ’ 
was next called. He had leased Dr. Whitmore’s 
house, that is, all except the office and lower floor. 
The basement, or cellar, of the house was used by 
Dr. Whitmore asa dining-room and, he thought, 
for a sleeping apartment. The on!'y entrance to 
this apartment was a small trap door about At by 
8 feet in dimensions. He had seen Miss Mudd in 
this apartment with Dr. Whitmore. 

“Did you ever see her asleep in this room!" 
“Of course not. I was never in the room when 
Miss Mudd was asleep. 
“Do you know whether she slept there!“ 
“I always understood that she did.” 
Some unimportant testimony was then given as 
to the rental of the premises, the price paid, etc.,

7 DR. E. J. WILLIAMSON, 
who testified that he examined Mary A. Mudd in 
June, 1 for admission to the order of Chosen 
Friends. She passed the average medical ex amina- 
tion and seemed to possess the average intellect. 
She had a slight hesitanc in her s n. 
He verified the facts set forth in the medical exam- 
ination made at the time. The first time he saw 


ing. She died on Monday morning and was treated 
ou Sunday by Dr. McCabe. She was taken sick on 
Saturday 2 On the day of the funeral he was 
called upon by J. W. Suhterland, an officer of the 
Chosen Friends, and Mrs. Dr. Tyler Wilcox. Later 
in the day he met the latter and she 
presented a written demand for a 
post mortem. Dr. McCabe was sent 
for and explained that he had been called in on Sun- 
day and had made one call of several hours’ dura - 
tion and had prescribed for Miss. Mudd. The ex- 
planation seemed to satisfy Dr. Wilcox as to the 
immediate cause of death, but she still wanted 
a post mortem examination to find 
out the condition of the liver and _ lungs. 
The witness did not think it madeany difference 
whether the liver and lungs were diseased or other- 
wise so long as Miss Mudd was in good standing in 
the order, and died of cuolera morbus. He consid- 
ered it ticklish business to demand a post 
mortem without accusation. He placed the 
demand before Dr. Whitmore and he manifested 
a willingness to have it done. He did not feel able 
to do ii then and Dr. Whitmore said it could be 
mace any time. Remarks were made about the 
suddenness of the death, but there was no mention 
atthe time of he responsibility of poison having 
been used. 
When asked upon the rapidity of the decomposi- 
tion of the body when buried under the circum- 
stances narrat tne witness compared the proba- 
ble effect tothe effect of warm water ona frozen 
can of oysters. Cofflus were never air-tight; there 
was always an opening for the escape of gases. At 
that time there were other cases of cholera mor- 
bus in the city. 
On cross-examination the witness stated ‘that he 
knew James Miiburn; that he had seen him about 
Dr. Whitmore's house in the capacity of hostler.

Counsel were not notified of this intention until the 
return to Court this afternoon to resume the trial.

Burglars Caught With the Evidesee on 
Them.—Other Items of News.

Various Reports of What the Work- 
ingmen and Their Employers Are 
Doing.

Emil Darner, the man who filled the Hocking 
mines with laborers to work at 40 cents a ton, has 
been sentenced to the Pénitentiary for two years 
for illegal voting. and a shout of delight goes up 
from the 10,000 miners of the West who have been 
cursing his name. 

The coke syndicate in Western Pennsylvania has 
advanced the price of coke from 80 cents to $1 25 
per ton by restricting production 40 per cent, but 
the combination is incensed at the outside dissent- 
ing operators, who run full time and get the ad- 
vanced prices without bearing any loss of trade. 

The wail of oppressed labor is heard all Over the 
country. High rents, dear provisions, pluck-me“ 
stores, iron-clad contracts, over-crowded shops and 
mines, irregular work, deferred payments, low 
wages—all continue to depress and degrade and to 
stir the blood of men in the direction of rebellion. 
But there is no apparent relief. Men do not see 
what they can do. The cities show less of these 
evils than towns and country places. From Con- 


necticut to Colorado the same complaints are 
made. Life is barely existeuce to the labor- 


ers.

The remainder of this imposing row of one and 
two story frame shanties is in the tenancy of shoe- 
makers, tailors, fruit peddlers and saloon-keepers. 
The agent for the property, was asked to whom it 
belonged, and he said that the heirs of Peter Fer- 
guson were the owners. The block was in the 
market and had been for years. Last year an offer 
of $225,000 was made for it by parties who 
intended to | for business pur- 
poses, but the heirs could not agree upon 
the terms. At one time D. M. Houser of the Globe- 
Democrat had an eye upon it. In its present con- 
dition the shanties yield an annual revenue of $7,000, 
and they will not be disturbed until the entire block 
passes into other hands. Said the agent: “The 
granite pavement on Washington avenue has al- 
ready cost the Ferguson estate $4,000. and paving 
onthe Tenth and Eleventh streets sides will cost 
$4,000 more. This is for the benefit of the city and 
the rents from the skanties are needed to pay the 
taxes. Then the sanitary condition of the rear 
premises and the alley had to be improved at the 
cost of the estate. You may call the row an eye- 
sore, but it will not be removed until a sale is ar- 
ranged satisfactory to the Ferguson heirs. The 
property at one time was leased by the O Fallon es- 
tate. As to the character of the present tenancy 
Isimply know that the parties in possession a ll pay 
their rents promptiy. They are not known to me 
personally. If there is anything of an oujection- 
able nature going on up there it is the business of 
the police to look into it and take steps to remove 
the offenders.

THE SHAME OF IT. 

With reference to the agent's assertion as to 
his ignerance of the character of some of his ten- 
ants on the Ferguson block, it should be stated that 
a more flagrant exhibition of indecency on one of 
the busiest thoroughfares of the oity could not be 
presented. The foregoing is but a mild description 
of the scenes offered to promenaders on the 
Tenth to Eleventh street section of Washington 
avenue and yet no steps have ever been taken nd 
the ‘Police 4 to purify the locality. Suc 
a condition of things would not be tolerated ona 
leading avenue in any other city. The offensive 
character of the row provokes comment from every 
person passing along, and the southside of the av- 
enue is studiously avoided by every man or woman 
whohas any regard for common decency. 
The disgraceful element obtrudes itself 
by day as well as dy night, and no respectable 
newspaper could faithfully describe in detail the 
open and notorious features of vice presented to 
view on the Ferguson block. The disreputable ten- 
ants stand at their open doorways soliciting patrou- 
age from men hurrying to and fro on the busy 
sidewalk by day and at night. The shanties are 
illuminated, exposing to fuli view the vile character 
of the business conducted within. The immoral 
practices are conducted, it should be remembered, 
within a stone's throw of two churches, the oldest 
gniversity in the city and are exposed in their 
naked deformity to the eye of every passer-by on 
the street cars or sidewaik of the acknowledged 
leading avenue of the city. Never inthe history of 
St. Louis have these women ever 
dared to flaunt their vocation so o y and 
so plainly on such a well-known thoroughfare. 
Right before the doors of these vile dens three lines 
of street cars run, from the open windows of which 
these vile scenes meet the eye of the maid or matron 
who may chance in ignorance 10 glance that way. 
lt is a crying shame, and the shame, great as it is, 
is not greater than the negiect of tue poiice in not 
doing something to remeve these mau-traps from 
the most populous thoroughfare in the city.

Nxw Von. May 26.—Wallace Ross was entertain- 
ing a number of guests in his Park Row parlor yes- 
terday by telling them a story of a wonderful 
sculler who can stand on his head in a boat, swing 
clubs and do ogher strange things.

Dan Catlin’s Deposition in the Ames- 
Scudder sts 


He Describes How the Settlement of 
the Estate was Discussed on the 
Scudder Doorsteps on a Very Warm 
Evening—Mr. Catlin Told Mr. Ames

There were present John A. and Wiil- 
jam H. Scudder, Henry Ames and Mr. Craig. the 
bookkeeper of the estate.. The memorandum 
shown to me contained a list of stocks and_ real 
estate. I think there was some State Savings Insti- 
tution stock and some Belcher Refininery stock in- 
ciuded in the list. Probably there was some Lindell 
Hotel steck included. I remarked that the Comp- 
ton avenue property was not worth the valuation 
set uponit. The k-house property I knew noth- 
ing about.
